T he Currency *Juestinn. 
New York, September 22d.—The Times 
(Gould's organ) of to-day, in a long edito­ 
rial on the appointment of a British Poyal 
Commission to inquire into the condition 
of the currency, says it cannot fail to do 
good if a competent commission investi­ 
gates the condition of things thoroughly 
and reports exactly what the course of 
prices has been, and its opinion as to the 
changes necessary or possible. Itconcludes: 
“ That amendments may.be recommended 
and adopted leading to a greater use of sil­ 
ver, Is likely, but that the white metal will 
he artificially place on a level with gold is 
not probable.”

The League will 
forbid the payment of anything beyond 
this. Then the Government will proclaim 
the League, aud social war will ouce more 
begin.”

one of the richest aud most tortile countries 
perhaps in the world. It alsounds with 
forests of teak and other valuable timber. 
Cotton, indigo and tobacco of a most super­ 
ior quality are extensively grown. There 
are large oil wells in upper Bnrniah.and 
also tin. lead, coal, iron and salt mines. 
Amber is found in large quantities in some 
parts, and the ruby mines of Bauruo, north­ 
west of Mandalay, are very famous. The 
trade in timber, cotton and grain is very 
large. The customs department told me 
that one day last month the value of the 
rice exported from Thyet Mvo was 15,000 
rupee::. Gold, copper anil raw silk are 
largely imported from China. 
I fear that 
it is mainly owing to the rich and fertile 
nature of the country that the present quar­ 
rel has been picked with Burmah. Every 
year, in the cold season, caravans come 
from Baumo to Rangoon, guarded by wild 
and savage dogs. Each has several hun­ 
dred mules or oxen, laden with blankets, 
gems and trinkets, etc. They remain five 
or six weeks, and return with Manchester, 
Sheffield and American goods. They take 
about two months on the journey, travel­ 
ing from eight to ten miles a day and 
bivouacking at night.—Bunnah Coe. -Yeic 
York Star. 


U t i l i z i n g t h e H e a t o f t h e Sun.—With 
a view of utilizing the heat of the sun, 
which is a source of power and warmth, in­ 
vestigations are still going on in several 
countries among scientific men, more es­ 
pecially in France and in this country. One 
of the most interesting and practical 
methods in this direction ¡3 that devised a 
little while ago by Professor Morse, of 
Salem, Mass., the limitations of which, it 
is hoped, may he overcome by future im­ 
provements. The device consists simply 
of s shallow box, the bottom of which is 
of corrugated iron, and the top of glass. 
Tliis is placed durside the building in such 
a position that the sun shines directly 
upon it, the bent rays of the sun pass 
through the glass and ore absorbed by the 
iron, boating it to quite a high temperature, 
aud by a system ot ventilation a current of 
air is passed through the apparatus and 
into the room to he heated. 
By ibis 
means tbeair wa* lieatcd. on pleasant days, 
to about 90° by passing over tic’ iron.— Hes­ 
ton Journal o f Commerce.

From tins 
battery a magnetic current is kept flowing 
around the liquor, tints fi■tilling nifliin it a 
“ magnetic field ” The philosophy .of this 
ageing proot-* is that ttie magnetic current 
disorganize s the fusil and other < ils, selling 
them free and harmonizing them with the 
other properties, thus giving the bouquet 
which conies of age.

The num ber of persons who end their 
lives by suiciding in the Sacramento river 
annually is quite large. M any an “ u n ­ 
known dead '’ has been pulled out of its 
muddy waters, exposed for recognition at 
the morgue, then carted off to the potter's 
field. 
The “ unknow n dead" that have 
been taken from the river during the past 
two m onths, have been closely scrutinized 
by those who were acquainted with Oliver 
Sauve, a carpenter who threatened suicide 
some weeks ago, and mysteriously disap­ 
pearing, it is thought he carried his threat 
into execution. T he following correspond­ 
ence fell into a reporter’s hands some days 
since, and shows what the demon drink 
will do for a m an of intelligence, of indus­ 
try. a good mechanic, who had no other 
fault except that of intem perance: 
Sacramento, Thursday evening, Ju ly 29th. 
F, ieiui J’eter A'cwmtui : Good-by. I have at 
last come to a conclusive decision, an d w hen 
you read th is I w ill be no more. A. E. Bovver 
w ill give you w hatever m oney is com ing to me. 
an d also m y tools, w hich you w ill dispose of 
an d settle w hat I owe you. In fact, I givetliem 
to you, as a settlem ent of w hat I owe you, as 
.Mr. B oryer does not owe m e enough to pav you 
iu ful!. Hell my books also, and il there is auv- 
th in g o v e r your b ill, pay it to Jo h n Kcber. ‘I 
am sorry th a t h e should lose by me. but, like 
other things, it scetc- th a t I never realized un­ 
til too late th a t certain things m ust happen u n ­ 
less J q u it drinkiug entirely. My heavy d rin k ­ 
ing since the 4tli of Ju ly is th e direct cause of 
w hat I am about to do. It lias m ade m y dis­ 
grace stiff greater ; it has m ade m e so asham ed

I prefer deatn at th is tim e to a renew al 
of tlie disgrace o f jail, w hich is unavoidable at 
present is I could not accept any m ore favors at 
the hands of those w hom I have abused, by 
persisting in d rin k in g after all thev had done 
t .r m e—th at is, you anil others.

Thus far the story 
is that of many an orphan and dependent. 
Itomping in the streets one day, she meets 
with a child much her junior, and the two 
follow an organ-grinder, and, like most 
children, they enjoy the experience hugely. 
"C ad,” however, has the good sense to 
carry the little one, in due time, to her 
home, and comes laughing and shouting 
into the house w ith the child upon her 
broad shoulders. The m aster of the house 
(a rascally fellow, by the way) is pleased 
with the frankness of “ Cad," as well as 
astonished by her rude m anners. 
He of­ 
fers to engage her as a servant, and she, 
only too glad to escape from her guardians, 
accepts. The child clings to her, however, 
and she rem ains to rock her to sleep, sing­ 
ing a lullaby, which lures from a room 
near by a blind woman, cruelly confined 
in the house by the villainous master, her 
brother-in-law,’ in the hope of gaining pos­ 
session of the property left by his deceased 
brother to this widow, herself ignorant oi 
the fact. The song leads to the discovery 
that this is “ Cad's " m other, whom she be­ 
lieved dead. There is a happy reunion, but 
“ Cad,” returning to her guardians' to 
gather her effects, reveals tier discovery, 
and the schemers being confederates of the 
unnatural brothei, set about to conciliate 
the girl, and remove the woman to an in­ 
sane asylum. The law-books are full of 
cases equally rom antic, and it cannot be 
said, despite the extravagances of the dra­ 
matic action, that the story is unreal. Asy­ 
lum s and prisons, could they speak, m ight 
relate even more apparently improbable 
tales. 
Cad 
discovers the treachery of 
her uncle, and the precious pair who aid 
him . too late to rescue her m other from a 
falsely procured 
w arrant 
for insanity. 
Aided by a young mechanic, quite as jolly 
as Cad, and in love w ith her, she takes to 
disguise, and in the most dram atic way 
imaginable secures the release of 
her 
m other, the punishm ent of the conspira­ 
tors, and the restoration of her m other's 
property and her own. 
The m anner in 
which this is done forms the chief interest 
of the play, and should not be weakened by 
present recital. The story, strange and ex­ 
aggerated as it appears, is nevertheless 
paralleled by any num ber of sim ilar 
dram as 
in 
real 
life. 
As 
in 
pictorial, 
so 
in 
dram atic 
art 
there m ust be over-color. 
Years of events 
m ust be crowded into the grasp of a few 
moments, and the story of a lifetime told in 
an hour or so. 
Hence the over-color and 
extravagance in this play. 
Miss Swain is 
gifted in voice, grace of figure, and the 
clever tricks of dance and song that please. 
She has the vocabulary of the street urchin 
at tongue’s end, and the roughness of the 
tomboy appears to fit her like a glove. She 
m ust have opportunity to show her skill in 
this style of acting, and therefore the story 
of the play is m ade to serve as a means of 
presenting her in "specialties.” 
We have 
said the play has little literary m erit, is ab­ 
surd in m any resects. and that it is thin 
tim ber generally. But Miss Swain in it lias 
drawn as few others ever have here. She 
keeps her audience in the merriest of 
moods, lias calls before the curtain night 
after night, utter every act. She exaggerates 
while she is natural; 
she takes liberties 
with action not thinkable in real life, but 
the 
audience 
condones 
the 
offense; 
she 
over-colors 
all 
th at 
she does, 
but 
it 
is 
done 
w ith 
such 
bold 
nonchalance, 
that 
the 
spectators 
approve it; she creates situations impossi­ 
ble, but the lookers on forget and demand 
repetition. She is at once an offender 
against dram atic reason and the exponent 
of natural action. To-night Miss Swain 
will introduce new songs and dances, and 
the H ussar band will play concert music 
between acts, in addition to the musical 
program m e of the orchestra. Tickets wiil 
be for sale at Sawtelle's bookstore to-day 
and by the committee on the street, and 
those presented at the theater will secure 
for the holder a reserved seat. All seats 
in the lower part ot the house are 75 cents, 
with no charge for reserves. 
In the gal­ 
lery the seats will be 25 cents. 
Let the 
house be filled to overflow. The free list 
is to he wholly suspended to-night. For 
once the grand arm y of dead-heads will 
have an opportunity to prove that it is not 
ungrateful. 
It rem ains to be seen if it will 
disappoint hope by absenting itself.

K iv er Im p ro v em en t. 
The W ashington correspondent of the 
San Francisco Chronicle, referring to river 
and harbor im provem ents on the Pacific 
coast, says that in the im provem ent of the 
Sacramento and Feather rivers it is pro 
posed to continue the policy of the past— 
that is, to m aintain in commission during 
the greater part of the year a boat equipped 
to destroy snags, scrape bars and build 
dams as the necessity arises. If the river 
could be held between firm banks, perm an­ 
ent improvem ent would be possible, the 
engineers say, but the cost of establishing 
this condition of things would be so great 
that the proposition cannot now he enter­ 
tained. The work on the San Joaquin 
river, including Stockton and 
Mormon 
sloughs, will be limited to dredging on the 
lower river, Mormon and Stockton sloughs, 
and to such snagging work and tem porary 
regulation of the lower water channel as 
may become necessary on the m ain river 
above the m outh of Stockton slough. The 
natural scour in the im portant channel be­ 
low Stockton cannot, the engineers say, by 
any engineering device be made equal to 
the removal of the deposits. 
Dredging is 
the only effectual relief, and its suspension, 
which frequently occurs owing to the fail­ 
ure of Congress to m ake the appropria­ 
tions. causes serious inconvenience. 
The 
snogboat operations on the M okelumne 
river have resulted in m aking a practicable 
and reasonably safe channel 
from the 
m outh of the river to Benson's Ferry, but 
much work is still required in the interests 
of navigation. It is proposed, therefore, to 
use the money last appropriated in the 
further removal of snags- and tiees below 
Benson’s Ferry. 


D o in g G ood W o rlí. 
A dispatch from Rio Vista slates that 
last Saturday H enry H nrtin, Deputy Fish 
Commissioner, arrested two crews of Chi 
ncse fishermen of four men each. One 
was taken in Suisun Bay and the other on 
the Vallejo fiats. They had about 1,000 
fathoms each of line set, being anchored 
by ten iron anchors and buoyed by corks, 
so that tiie line floats near the bottom. The 
line is furnished with hand-m ade hooks 
about three inches long, set about ti foot 
apart, so that each line carried 5.000 or 0,­ 
000 hooks. These hooks arc ready to catch 
anything that happens to touch 
them . 
Being set deep, they catch more sturgeon 
than anything else; but of these they 
catch all sizes. 
W hen Mr. H urtin arrested 
these parties they had altout 2,000 pounds 
of m arketable fish and hundreds of little 
ones. 
H e claims that they are plainly vio­ 
lating the law by “ setting a line.” 
The 
eight Chinamen were taken to Rio Vista, 
and their trial set for yesterday. 
Mr. H u r­ 
tin says that he has reason to believe there 
are hundreds of such crews around the 
bay, destroying young sturgeon. Sturgeon 
of large size are becoming notably scarce 
in the river.

HEREAS, TH E LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State o t California, at its Tw enty-sixth 
Session, beginning on th e fifth day of January,

thereof, proposed th e follow ing am endm ent of 
Sections One, E ight, T en a n d lle v e n of A rticle 
T hirteen, of th e C onstitution of th e State of 
C alifornia: 


A M E N D M E N T N U M B E R O N E . 


Section 1. Ail property in th e State, except 
railroads, not exem pt u n d er th e law s of the 
U nited States, shall he tax ed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law . 
The w ord property, as used in th is article and 
section, Ls hereby declared to include m oneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises an d ail

provided, th a t in all eases actions m ay be m ain­ 
tained against th e T ax Collect i r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid u n d er protest. All such actions 
m ust be com m enced w ith in th irty davs after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. I t s'hall be 
th e duty of th e Courts in w hich such actions 
m ay be brourht, to try them , tipou th e request 
of eith er party, in advance of all o th er civil ac­ 
tions, and Mich taxes so paid u nder protest shall 
be retained by th e Tax Collector, or such o th er 
officer as th e Legislature m uy designate, until 
such actions shall have been finally decided. 


N othing in th is am endm ent shall affect any

THE NEXT CONCLAVE. 
The place of bolding the next conclave 
is a subject that is attracting much atten­ 
tion. The committee appointed to deter­ 
mine this matter at the meeting of the 
Grand Encampment consisted of W . G. 
Moore, of Washington; Peter Forrester, of 
New York : C. C. llutcbiuson, of Massa­ 
chusetts ; George Davis, of West Virginia, 
ami Thomas Ballantyne, of Georgia. They 
had a meeting, but did not come to any 
determination. 
They decided not to make 
a report until Thursday morning. It is 
pretty well understood that an Eastern city 
will be selected, probably New York, Bos­ 
ton or Washington. There has been con­ 
siderable talk about further triennials. One 
rumor that has gained currency was that 
the present system of triennials would be 
done away with hereafter on account of the 
increasing number who attend and diffi­ 
culty experienced in finding places to ac- 
commodale them, but this statement has 
found very little support, and one of the 
members of the committee said he had not 
even heard of it. 
The idea, however, 
which has been pretty widely advanced is 
to settlenipon one place at which to hold 
ail the triennials hereafter. 
Bat it may be 
stated positively rtiat this plan will be 
voted down, at least by the committee 
holding the next triennial. 


THE lll'KIKESS SESSION. 
The Knights Templar Grand Encamp­ 
ment met ibis morning at 11 o’clock. There 
was some delay getting to work, and the 
-ession extended into the afternoon. The 
time was consumed with consideration of 
tin* reports submitted yesterday. 
Their 
formal character made their consideration 
dry and prosy lo the main body of the En­ 
campment. who came and went as they 
chose. The working clement, however, 
enthusiastically considered every detail of 
the reports.

The GI olt-Democrat of the 15th says : 
“ After an embarrassing delay of several 
days, the decorative materials of the Cali­ 
fornia Commanderies arrived yesterday 
morning. They had been overdue since 
last Wednesday, and Sir Knight Herringer, 
of San Erancisco, who has been here for a 
week to receive them and superintend their 
placing, has been engaged principally in 
telegraphing all over the Western country 
to locate them.

S t. L o u is, September 22d.—It lacked but 
fifteen minutes of noon when the signal for 
the Conclave drill to begin was sounded, 
and DeMolay Commandery, of Louisville, 
marched to the parade grounds greeted by 
the most c-ntbusiastic applause of from 
15.000 to 20,000 people who had crowded 
all the accessible (and some apparently 
inaccessible) points cf observati m. The 
parade ground had been trodden into a 
field of mud, rendering the performance of 
the various evolutions slow, difficult and 
tiresome. However, the tactics were closely 
followed, and tlie more notable figures anil 
movements were greeted wiih liberal ap­ 
plause.

Louisville Commandery, Xo. i, 
then marched upon the field, making a 
most favorable impression. The scene at 
1 o'clock was most brilliant.

HOT AND OPPRESSIVE. 
After the conclusion oi the programme 
of twelve numbers there was a great rush 
at the exit, and the facilities for reaching 
the heart of the city were taxed to their 
utmost, and it wa3some hours before the 
grounds were cleared. 
During the after­ 
noon the weather became extremely close 
and hot. and six people were overcome by 
the heat, but in no case are serious results 
anticipated.
